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BYC buys Moose 
Lodge for club 
house in VBT

The Moose Lodge property at 831 East 
Huron River Drive in Van Buren Township 
has been sold to the BYC for a lakeside 
clubhouse. 

Robert Coutts, administrator of the local 
Moose Lodge, said the BYC exceeded the 
requirements for the purchase price given 
by Moose International for the property and 
building, although he did not disclose the 
price. 

Coutts said the closing on the property is 
expected to be by the end of the month. 

He said the Moose is looking at multiple 
options and the members have to do what is 
financially best for the club. 

“Our goal is to stay in the tri-community 
area and continue operations,” Coutts said. 

Sumpter Township officials said the 
Moose had submitted an offer on the PNA 
Hall and Coutts said the PNA is one of their 
options. 

Coutts said it is a “rather amicable 
situation” between the BYC and the Moose 
and this is “a friendly agreement.” 

Coutts said the Moose will be able to wrap 
up its planned activities before moving, 
including its hosting of the Moose’s 
International Dart Tournament at the end of 
April. 

The Polar Bear Plunge, to raise money for 
Special Olympics, will be held on schedule 
at the Moose Lodge on Feb. 9, Coutts said. 

The BYC is a private group of boaters 
whose members informally call it the 
Belleville Yacht Club, although that name 
is legally owned by the owner of Johnny’s 
restaurant. 

The BYC had been planning to build its 
large clubhouse on a lakeside lot on North 
Liberty Street in the City of Belleville and 
the plans had been approved by the city 
planning commission. That lot is now up 
for sale.

LaMothe, 38, is married to Shawn and 
they have three children. They live on 
Mom’s Drive. 

She holds a bachelor of science degree 
in Organizational Communications and 
a master of arts in Communications from 
Eastern Michigan University. She was 
employed as a Communications Specialist 
for the Livonia Public Schools. Before that 
she was Communications Coordinator for 
the Van Buren Public Schools. She also has 
been an AFSCME Account Clerk for Van 
Buren Charter Township. 

Originally, Supervisor Combs had 


appointed LaMothe as Executive Assistant 
and Human Resource Manager, but at 
Monday’s work-study session it was 
determined LaMothe did not have the 
necessary education for the Human 
Resource title, so that part was dropped 
from the position title. LaMothe said some 
of the classes she took for her present 
degrees were part of the Human Resource 
certification she would be seeking as part 
of her employment agreement. 

Although she doesn’t have the title, 
Combs said she would be doing the Human 
Resources work after being trained by 
Deputy Clerk Kathy Cline.

Former school teacher sentenced Tuesday, will be on Sex Offenders list

The official sentencing of former North 
Middle School teacher Andrea Brennan 
occurred Tuesday at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit. 

Brennan was arrested 
on July 10, 2012 at 
1:30 a.m. in a vehicle 
in the parking lot of 
the Beck Baseball field 
with a 15-year-old 
male. According to the police, both were 
consuming alcohol. 

The Hon. Edward Ewell Jr. agreed to 
follow the sentence agreement between 


Brennan 


Brennan’s attorney Loren Dickstein and 
Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Lora 
Weingarden. 

The agreement dismissed the original 
misdemeanor charge of selling/furnishing 
alcohol to a minor and a felony charge of 
distributing obscene matter to a child with 
a maximum four-year prison sentence. 

In return, Brennan pleaded guilty to using 
a computer to commit a crime in which she 
sent a topless photo of herself to a 15-year- 
old. 

Prior to being sentenced, Brennan said, “I 
am extremely sorry, especially for the effect 
it has had on my family and children.” 
There was no mention of the victim. 

Brennan’s sentence as a convicted 


sex offender requires her to register on 
Michigan’s sex offender list for the next 25 
years. She will continue her twice-a-month 
sex offender counseling with Matthew 
Rosenberg. 

According to Rosenberg’s online profile, 
he is a psychotherapist and forensic 
evaluator for sexual abuse and abusers. 

Judge Ewell placed Brennan on probation 
for 5 years; she is to have no contact with 
the victim and no unsupervised visits with 
children under the age of 16. 

She cannot reside, work or loiter 
within 1,000 feet of a school safety zone. 
Deviating slightly from Michigan’s Sex 
Offender Act, in this case the word “loiter” 
will not include picking-up her children or 


attending parent-teacher conferences. 

At the discretion of the probation 
department, Brennan must allow her 
computer and property to be searched. 
Brennan is allowed to visit with out-of- 
state family. She also will be required to 
pay fees and court costs totaling $1,198. 

Brennan’s attorney read from a statement 
from psychotherapist Rosenberg that 
said Brennan voluntarily submitted to a 
polygraph test that indicated that she had 
no physical contact with the minor. Her 
therapist gave her a battery of tests which 
indicated that she scored very low risk to 
reoffend, was genuinely remorseful for her 
crime, and no predatory behaviors were 
found. 


Tin Pan Saloon burglar heads to circuit court arraignment on Jan. 14

Charles Clifford Craig, 20, of Van Buren 
Township, who is accused of breaking into 
Tin Pan Saloon in Sumpter Township early 
Dec. 29, is heading for an arraignment on 
the information at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit on Jan. 14. 

On Monday, 34" District Court Judge 
Brian Oakley presided over a hearing on 
Craig’s case that resulted in Craig waiving 
his preliminary exam and heading on to 
circuit court. Assistant Wayne County 


Prosecutor Carol Murray handled the 
charges. 

Craig has been charged with breaking 
and entering with intent, a 10-year felony, 
and larceny from a building, a four-year 
felony. 

Craig has been in the Wayne County 
Jail since his arrest inside the Tin Pan on 
Dec. 29, unable to post the $25,000 or 10% 
bond. 

Sumpter Township Police Detective John 
Toth said Craig was discovered hiding in 
the Tin Pan with a backpack containing a

Craig told Toth that he had a job that

required him to have a car and his car had 
broken down. He didn’t know what to do, 
so he decided to rob the restaurant. 

Craig walked from his mobile home on 
Lohr Road, wearing two or three layers 
of clothing to protect him from the cold, 
along with a bullet proof vest. He carried 
no gun, Toth said. 

Craig’s wife and infant child were in the 
courtroom on Monday afternoon, but Craig 
participated in the hearing by televised 
hookup from the Wayne County Jail.

Mary Ban sets 
aside option to 
recall school board 


After Sumpter Township resident Mary 
Ban went to a school board meeting in 
December in an unsuccessful attempt to 
save Elwell School, she gave up on the 
school board and asked Gov. Snyder for 
help. 

She wrote two letters to the Governor 
asking if the school board could destroy a 
perfectly good elementary school because 
board members were afraid it might be 
used as a charter school. She also wrote 
a letter to the head of National Heritage 
Academies which runs Keystone Charter 
Academy in Sumpter and sent on the reply 
letter to the Governor. 

Last Wednesday she got a phone call 
from Gov. Snyder’s personal secretary 
explaining this was a local issue and the 
Governor didn’t have any jurisdiction. 

Ban told the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees on Tuesday that Snyder’s secretary 
said Ban’s only recourse was to recall the 
board. Ban doesn’t want to do that now. 

“The board has a very arrogant mindset 
and doesn’t want to reach out to citizens,” 
she said Tuesday. 

She said she was sorry the township 
board didn’t have the power to pressure the 
school board into saving Elwell. 

“The school board has ruined a perfectly 
good building. Now we can only hope 
for the best,” she said. Contractors met at 
Elwell on Jan. 2 and one will be chosen 
soon to tear down the school. 

It’s time to say our goodbyes to Elwell.

Question from Michelle in Belleville: 
I am trying to get some information for 
my parents. They have a Belleville home, 
that is not worth what they owe on it. They 
want to move desperately, but they don’t 
want it to affect their credit. What are their 
options? 

Answer: Michelle, If your parents cannot 
afford the mortgage payment and can prove 
financial hardship to the lender holding their 
mortgage, they could possibly do a short 
sale while trying to make the payments (to 
protect their credit). Most approved short 
sales are processed when a seller cannot 
afford to make the payments, thus causing 
delinquent payments that affect the sellers’ 
credit. 


If your parents really just want to move 
they could rent their home to cover their 
monthly mortgage payment and talk 
with a new Lender to see if they could 
qualify to buy another home, since 
their mortgage debt is covered with 
the rental. 

If they cannot get a new mortgage to buy 
a home, and moving is most important to 
them, then while their home is rented they 
could rent a different home themselves or 
try to purchase a home on a Land Contract, 
that does not require lender financing, but 
usually acceptable credit. Good Luck to 
your parents!

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Mayor explains details of Belleville’s water contract with Detroit

Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley took 
a deep breath during Monday’s regular 
City Council meeting and then began 
an involved explanation of the proposed 
five-year agreement for water purchases 
from the Detroit Water and Sewerage 
Department. 

Belleville was one of six communities 
that hadn’t yet approved the new agreement 
that had a deadline of Jan. 18. Twenty six 
communities had already approved their 
agreements. 

The five-year agreement is part of the 30- 
year contract with Detroit for water. The 
city will be able to have a reopener of the 
contract in 2015, once use data is in to see 
if Detroit’s projected numbers are valid. 

The agreement with the DWSD had been 
on the agenda of the council’s last meeting 
and then was pulled off in order to get more 
information before voting on it. 

The council voted unanimously on 
Monday to sign the agreement. 

It was Detroit’s numbers for maximum 
day and peak hours that the city disagreed 
with. These numbers set the rate the city 
will pay. 

The third component of the agreement 
is volume and the city did not agree that 
these numbers will drop as far as Detroit 
thinks. The city can buy as much water as 
it wants. 

Mayor Conley said DWSD furnished

figures from SEMCOG and trends in its 
data that show the city using less and less 
water as years go by. The city disagrees. 

“We want to get the right numbers so we 
don’t end up paying a premium,” Mayor 
Conley explained, saying city engineers 
have recommended moving forward with 
the volume numbers and be flexible on the 
maximum day and peak hour components. 

“If we go over the maximum hours and 
days, your rates go up at the end of the 
year,” stated DPW Director Keith Boc, 
who joined in on the explanation. 

He said the maximum day is not figured 
until that day has gone by and “you want to 
give yourself a little leeway.” 

He said basically Belleville is a residential 
community, without industries that use 
large amounts of water. 

“We don’t believe our volume is going to 
drop,” Boc said. “They want us to drop our 
maximum day and peak hours along with 
the volume and we don’t want to do that.” 

He said exceptional use of water can 
be “erased” from rate consideration by 
DWSD, such as for fighting a big fire or 
when the high school filled the pool. 

“We have had our rates raised on one 
day’s use,” Boc said. 

He said when water rates went up, people 
in the city used less water. 

Belleville doesn’t have a lot of people 
leaving the community, Boc said, adding 
that actually the city has gained 10 
new residents and now is over 4,000 


population. 

Mike Renaud noted from the audience 
that 2012 was the driest year on record 
and so people stopped watering. He said if 
water use got to be a problem, the residents 
could go to outside watering every other 
day. 

Mayor Conley said that would minimize 
the rate increases and some communities 
have done very well with that. 

Boc said the city’s fixed water costs 
are going to drop, but Detroit has made 
everyone aware that there is going to be 
an 8% increase to every contract across 
the board because DWSD is selling less 
water. 

Everyone agreed the city has no choice 
with where it gets its water and has to deal 
with Detroit. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Set a public hearing for 7:30 p.m., Jan. 
22, to discuss a Michigan Natural Resources 
Trust Fund grant application, as requested 
by the Downtown Development Authority, 
to add an accessible boat dock, jet ski port, 
canoe/kayak launch, and other amenities to 
Horizon Park on Belleville Lake; 

¢ Approved $483,722.91 in accounts

partially denied; to Ricoh, $990, for annual 
upgrade/support; and to R.L. Evans, 
$1,795, for repairs / installation from the 
DDA; 

e Discussed the situation in Harbour 
Pointe subdivision. Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger said he looked at the streets and 
“with parking on both sides of the street, 
we’d be hard-pressed to get a fire truck 
down there.” If parking was taken off one 
side of the streets, some mailboxes would 
have to be moved; and

payment. After much discussion, Boc said 
if someone is going out of town, all they 
need to do is contact Marilyn at city hall 
and she can set their notice aside until they 
return, so they don’t get a shut-off notice. 
Meanwhile, Clerk/Treasurer Lisa Long 
is meeting with people to try to set up an 
online system for payment; and 

e Heard resident George Chedraue say, 
“It’s nice to see our chief of police back, 
after all he’s been through,” referring 
to Chief Gene Taylor who attended the 
meeting.
